1. Retiring at age 65 gets own 
m onthly benefit and 50 % extra 
if his wife is over 65; receives 50% 
or more extra if supporting the 
children of a young wife.

Home-Grown Columns Supplant Winchels 


Newspapers 
a n d 
newspaper 
practices have a way of changing 
along with the rest of a change­ 
able world. 
The old practices of 
columns and columnists is a pretty 
fair example. 
A few years ago 
there were but two generally rec­ 
ognized types. 
One was the col­ 
um n w ritten by a local m em ber of 
a newspaper staff for circulation 
only in his own paper; the other 
was the typical New York column, 
bringing to the 
hinterlands 
the 
trivialities of Big Town life which 
the feature w riter felt m ust car­ 
ry a big wallop for 
everybody 
beyond the Bronx and Booklyn. 
Today a new field has opened, 
presenting the columnist as a re­ 
porter assigned to a region 
with 
which his readers are fam iliar— 
a w riter whose job is 
showing 
people the color, the humor, and 
occasionally the little heartaches 
of the folk whom they meet day 
after day. 
Such a column 
designed 
and 
distributed for the newspapers and 
readers of a single state 
is 
now 
still less than one year old. 
The Missouri Press Association, 
is whose m em bership is listed a 
m ajority of the newspapers in the 
state, conceived the idea late last 
year, assigning Jam es K. Hutsell, 
a staff w riter, to the 
job. 
The 
column, 
“Missouri 
M anuscript,” 
which advance estimates indicated 
might reach 
a 
saturation-point 
with a circulation in twenty-five 
or thirty papers, today is distrib­ 
uted to more than 150 newspapers 
for weekly use. 
“The strangest phenomenon the 
first year has brought to light,” 
says Hutsell, “is the fact that more 
home-sick souls from other sec­ 
tions of the country write in than 
do people from Missouri. 
During 
the summer, for example, I help­ 
ed a Milwaukee sign-painter run 
down another commercial 
artist 
he hadn't heard of for thirty-five 
years.

WORM-FREE HOGS 
SHOULD BE GOAL 


Unless sanitation is practiced to 
the letter, hogs will become 
in­ 
fested with worms in spite of care­ 
ful feeding. 
In the end, sanita­ 
tion. by providing clean ground 
for new born litters and keeping 
pigs from infested lots, is much 
the cheapest method of keeping 
worms from taking a toll, says G. 
M. Christy, assistance Scott Coun­ 
ty agent. 
However, in spite of warnings 
about this 
matter, 
many 
hog 
raisers find out this time of year 
that pigs are infested with internal 
parasites and are asking 
for 
a 
worm treatment. 
A very satis­ 
factory treatment as recommend­ 
ed by the Missouri College Agri­ 
culture consists of giving one half 
ounce to a 50-pound pig, of the 
following mixture; 8 parts castor 
oil, 1 part oil of American warm- 
seed, and 1 ounce of chloroform. 
This fit. atment is best given by 
indivduul dosage and pigs to be 
treated should be kept off feed for 
at least 18 to 24 hours and from 
feed and water three to six hours 
after treatment in order that the 
digestive tract will be as nearly 
empty as possible. 


Take Care Of Your Floors 


By Katharine Fisher

Floors are underfoot and so must resist the continual grinding in 
of dust and dirt. Since we don’t take off our shoes, as do the Japanese, 
floors should have a hard, resistant, easily cleaned surface. Dust and dirt 
should be removed regularly to prevent its being ground into the surface. 


Anything spilled on the floor should be promptly wiped up with a 
cloth or with soft paper, such as a paper towel. If rolls of dust collect in 
corners, or under beds or other furniture, you can remove them quickly 
with the vacuum cleaner or carpet sweeper. Then a rub-up with a clean 
dry mop will leave floors bright and shining. 


The old rule of protecting the surface to save the 
floor is just as true today as it ever was, and so, whether 
| the surface of your floor be linoleum, a felt-base 
covering, varnished, or waxed wood, you can avoid 
a shabby appearance if you Keep the surface intact. 


USE WAX FOR UPKEEP. Whatever finish or 
covering the floor has, wax is excellent for keeping 
it in good condition. Use either polishing or non­ 
polishing wax. Every time you think wax is needed, 
apply a thin coat. The floor should, of course, be clean 
and dry before the wax is put on. If you use polishing 
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machine makes this an easy job. Some vacuum clean- 
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When dull or dark patches appear in hallways, 
doorways, staircases, or anywhere the traffic is great, attend to them 
promptly. First, clean the worn place with a cloth moistened with turpen- 
tins; then apply a new coat of wax, and bull' well with the electric polisher 
or a weighted brush. Remember, though, that turpentine is inflammable, 
so be sure that there is no open flame and that no one is smoking nearby 
when you are using it. And safely dispose of the cloths used in a tightly 
covered metal garbage or rubbish can. 


LINOLEUM FLOORS. If you wish to keep your linoleum appearing 
well and prevent its wearing out, you must care for it properly. Here 
again, save the surface by protecting it. A non-rubbing wax is excellent 
and easy to apply. Put the wax on when the floor is clean and dry, and 
it will prevent dirt and grit from grinding down into the linoleum. The 
soil will remain r n the surface and be wiped up with the wax when the 
floor is cleaned. Then apply a new coat. 


Don’t use too much soap and water when cleaning linoleum. Muddy 
and dingy spots on any floor are usually best removed with a cloth wrung 
tightly out of light suds. Never wash a floor with a streaming mop. 


FELT-BASE FLOOR COVERINGS. Felt-base floor coverings, often 
incorrectly called linoleum, have designs printed on the surface of the 
waterproofed felt base. They are made into attractive colorful rugs, and 
can also be bought by the yard. These felt-base coverings are low in cost, 
and while they cannot be expected to serve permanently, they will give 
good wear if properly cared for. Water-emulsion or non-polishing wax is 
suitable as a finish on felt base coverings. Simply pour a sufficient quantity 
of wax on the floor and spread it evenly with a wax applier. Allow the wax 
to dry before stepping on the floor. 


WAXING NEW WOOD FLOORS. This should be done by an expert, 
and floors should, of course, be clean and smooth before being finished. 
If the floor needs a general cleaning, the use of an electric sanding 
machine is advisable. If only spots need attention, sandpaper may be used.

A wood filler or wax should be used to fill the pores of the w< 
before waxing. A little coloring pigment may be added to the filler 
bring out the grain of the wood or to darken the color. Soften the paste 
wax, apply evenly, let dry, and polish with an electric polisher. Build 
up the finish with another coat of wax, and again polish to get a hard, 
lustrous surface. It is easy to keep a waxed floor looking well. Dust 
the floor daily, and treat it with a thin coating of wax now and then, 
as directed. 


REFINISHING NEGLECTED WOOD FLOORS. It is usually nec­ 
essary to remove all the old finish—whatever it may be—when a floor 
has been badly neglected. If wax only has been used, it can be removed 
with turpentine. Again, don’t forget that turpentine is inflammable, and 
take precautions accordingly. If, after the wax has been removed, the 
floor is found to be badly stained, clean it with a sanding machine or 
sandpaper. When the floor is clean, smooth and dry, you may proceed 
to have it rewaxed just as if it were a new floor. 


VARNISHED FLOORS. It is usually best to use an electric sanding 
machine for removing old varnish. This requires skill and should he done 
by an expert. When all the old varnish has been removed, and the floor is 
smooth, clean and dry, proceed as in varnishing a new floor. 


VARNISHING NEW WOOD FLOORS. Although shellac is often 
used for wood floors, varnish is more resistant to water stains and 
scratches. It wears much better, too. A wood filler should be used to fill 
the pores of the wood before varnishing. Of course, the floor should be 
smooth, very clean and dry before the varnish is applied. At least two 
coats should be used over the filler. Quick-drying floor varnishes require 
a comparatively short time to dry; but be sure the varnish is nard before 
stepping on the floor or applying a new coat. The first coat should be 
sandpapered before another is appl

Beef Roast for 
Company Dinner 


“When company is coming and 
you are puzzled about 
w hat 
to 
serve, you are wise to plan the 
dinner around a tempting 
beef 
roast,” says Inez S. Wilson, home 
economist. Everyone, regardless of 
his nationality, likes roast 
beef 
served with golden brown York­ 
shire pudding, baked in the savory 
beef juices. 
The choice of beef roasts 
for 
company is the standing rib 
or 
rolled rib. 
Which of these 
you 
choose, depends 
upon 
personal 
preference. 
Some carvers say the 
rolled rib roast is easier to carve 
than the standing rib, 
because 
w ith it, they merely 
cut 
slices 
across the 
top. 
However, 
the 
standing rib presents no difficult 
problem along this line. 
In carv­ 
ing, slices are cut across the top, 
and released by cutting along the 
bone with the tip of the knife. 


COOKING THE BEEF ROASf 


A beef roast for company must 
be properly prepared which means 
that it should be cokoed at a low 
tem perature. This is very im port­ 
ant if you desire a roast which is 
tender and juicy and evenly done 
throughout. When a low tem pera­ 
ture is used, there is less shrink­ 
age, the roast makes a better ap­ 
pearance because the outside 
is 
nicely browned and not charred, 
and the roast will be evenly done 
throughout, rare, medium, or well- 
done, as desired, with exception 
of the outside slices. 
A tem pera­ 
ture of 300CF. has been found to 
give excellent results 
To cook, 
place the roast, fat side up, in an 
open roasting pan. A rolled roast 
should be placed on a rack to keep 
the meat out of 
the 
juices. 
A 
standing rib roast needs no rack 
because the rib 
bones, 
placed 
down, serve this purpose. 
Roast 
uncovered at a low 
tem perature 
until done. 
There is an 
almost 
limitless 
num ber of menus which may be 
planned around a beef roast, be­ 
cause it combines with practically 
all vegetables and fruits. Here is 
a suggestion for an easy company 
dinner:

'l ake Care Of Your Moors 


By Katharine Fisher

Floors are underfoot and so m ust resist the continual grinding in 
of dust and dirt. Since we don’t take off our shoes, as do the Japanese, 
floors should have a hard, resistant, easily cleaned surface. Dust and dirt 
should be removed regularly *o prevent its being ground into the surface. 


Anything spilled on the floor should be promptly wiped up with a 
cloth or with soft paper, such as a paper towel. If rolls of dust collect in 
corners, or under beds or other furniture, you can remove them quickly 
with the vacuum cleaner or carpet sweeper. Then a rub-up with a clean 
dry mop will leave floors bright and shining. 


The old rule of protecting the surface to save the 
floor is just as true today as it ever was, and so, whether 
the surface of your floor be linoleum, a felt-base 
covering, varnished, or waxed wood, you can avoid 
a shabby appearance if you keep the surface intact. 


USE WAX FOR UPKEEP. W hatever finish or 
covering the floor has. wax is excellent for keeping 
it in good condition. Use either polishing or non­ 
polishing wax. Every time you think wax is needed, 
apply a thin coat. The floor should, of course, be clean 
and dry before the wax is put on. If you use polishing 
.

it well, when dry An electric polishing

When dull or daik patches appear in hallways, 
doorways, staircases, or anyw here the traffic is great, attend to them 
promptly. First, clean the worn place with a cloth moistened with turpen­ 
tine; then apply a new coat of wax, and buff well with the electric polisher 
or a weighted brush. Remember, though, that turpentine is inflammable, 
so be sure that there is no open flame and that no one is smoking nearby 
when you are using it. And safely dispose of the cloths used in a tightly 
covered metal garbage or rubbish can. 


LINOLEUM FLOORS. If you wish to keep your linoleum appearing 
well and prevent its w earing out. you must care for it properly. Here 
again, save the surface by protecting it. A non-rubbing wax is excellent 
and easy to apply. Put the wax on when the floor is clean and dry, and 
it will prevent dirt and g rit from grinding down into the linoleum. The 
soil will remain r 7 the surface and be wiped up with the wax when the 
floor is cleaned. Then apply a new coat. 


Don’t use too much soap and water when cleaning linoleum. Muddy 
and dingy spots on any floor are usually best removed with a cloth wrung 
tightly out of light suds. Never wash a floor with a stream ing mop. 


FELT-BASE FLOOR COVERINGS. Felt-base floor coverings, often 
incorrectly called linoleum, have designs printed on the surface of the 
waterproofed felt base. They are made into attractive colorful rugs, and 
•an also be bought by the yard. These felt-base coverings are low in cost 
and while they cannot be expected to serve permanently, they will give 
good wear if oroperly cared for. W ater-emulsion or non-polishing wax is 
-suitable as a nnish on felt base coverings. Simply pour a sufficient quantity 
of wax on the floor and spread it evenly with a wax applier. Allow the wax 
to dry before stepping on the floor. 


WAXING NEW WOOD FLOORS, This should be done by an expert, 
and floors should, of course, be clean and smooth before being finished. 
If the floor needs a general cleaning, the use of an electric sanding 
machine is advisable. If only spots need attention, sandpaper may be used.

Build 
up the finish with another coat of wax, and again polish to get a hard, 
lustrous surface. It is easy to keep a waxed floor looking well. Dust 
the floor daily, and trea t it with a thin coating of wax now and then, 
as directed. 


REF1N1SHING NEGLECTED WOOD FLOORS. It is usually nec­ 
essary to remove all the old finish—whatever it may be—when a floor 
has been badly neglected. If wax only has been used, it can be removed 
with turpentine. Again, don’t forget th at turpentine is inflammable, and 
take precautions accordingly. If, after the wax has been removed, the 
floor is found to be badly stained, clean it with a sanding machine or 
sandpaper. When the floor is clean, smooth and dry, you may proceed 
to have it rewaxed just as if it were a new floor. 


VARNISHED FLOORS. It is usually best to use an electric sanding 
machine for removing old varnish. This requires skill and should be done 
by an expert. When all the old varnish has been removed, and the floor is 
smooth, clean and dry, proceed as in varnishing a new floor. 


VARNISHING NEW WOOD FLOORS. Although shellac is often 
used for wood floors, varnish is more resistant to w ater stains and 
scratches. It wears much better, too. A wood filler should be used to fill 
the pores of the wood before varnishing. Of course, the floor should be 
smooth, very clean and dry before the varnish is applied. At least two 
coats should be used over the filler. Quick-drying floor varnishes require 
a com paratively short tim e to dry; but be sure the varnish is hard before 
stepping on the floor or applying a new coat. The first coat should be 
sandpapered before another is app!
